Edmonton police are giv¬ 
ing local hockey enthusi¬ 
asts a gold medal following 
their Sunday-morning 
performance cheering 
on the Canadian men’s 
hockey team. 

After the province an¬ 
nounced Friday bars could 
open to serve booze at 5 
a.m. Sunday as the nation’s 
pride took on Sweden 
for the finals in Olympic 
men’s hockey, EPS had lit¬ 
tle time to prepare for the 
early-morning festivities. 

“There wasn’t a lot of 
lead-up time on this,” said 
EPS Insp. Chad Tawfik, 
who spent the morning 
checking on bars around 
the city. 

“I thought the night 
was veiy successful,” 
he added. “The crowds 
that were attending the 
licensed establishments 
were veiy respectful and 
polite.” 

Along with the EPS

“I am aware of three 
locations where there 
may have been occupancy 
issues,” Tawfik said, add¬ 
ing fire rescue will be 
following up with those in 
question.

Laws 
on liquor could loosen 


After police reported mostly 
good behaviour from Alber¬ 
tans during the exemption 
to normal liquor laws Sunday 
morning, the province’s top 
cop says it’s time to let debate 
flow over easing alcohol-serv¬ 
ing restrictions permanently. 

“We have obviously taken 
a veiy strong stance against 
drinking and driving, but no¬ 
body in the government is 
against drinking,” solicitor 
general Jonathan Denis told 
Metro. 

His comments came hours 
after he took in the Olym¬ 
pic gold-medal hockey game 
at 5 a.m. on Sunday in a bar 
with Premier Alison Redford, 
where alcohol was freely 
poured. 

On Friday, the Alberta 
Gaming and Liquor Commis¬ 
sion (AGLC) relaxed rules — 
temporarily — on bar-opening 
and alcohol-serving times, al¬ 
lowing service for the gold- 
medal game. 

Any worries about the 
early-serving hours leading to 
hooliganism failed to mater¬ 
ialize, as police reported no 
major disturbances. 



Denis said he believes spe¬ 
cial events could very easily 
come with special liquor re¬ 
laxations, adding he’s heard 
from bar owners who believe 
staggering closing times 
would do wonders to alleviate 
a peak-hour cab crunch. 

“It’s worth looking at.... It’s 
the philosophy of our govern¬ 
ment that people should have 
as much freedom as possible,” 
he said. “At the same time, 
with every right comes a re¬ 
sponsibility.”

Potholes. External 
adjuster would help 
if insurance claims 
skyrocket 


With the potential of another 
bad potholes season ahead, 
the city is looking for help 
handling the high numbers 
of potential insurance claims. 

Along with a record num¬ 


ber of potholes last year, the 
city handled a record number 
of insurance claims as pot¬ 
holes destroyed wheels, tires 
and suspensions. 

Don Marshall, the city’s 
director of risk management, 
said the city paid out 1,800 
claims last year and staff was 
quickly overwhelmed. 

“We realized fairly quickly 
that it was going to get out of 
control,” he said. 

This year the city has put 
a tender document asking for 
insurance adjusters to bid on 
pothole work, should the city 
need the help.

Marshall said if it does 
end up being a bad season he 
wants to be ready. 

“We try to handle all the 
claims that are presented to 
us in-house, so normally we 
wouldn’t go to an outside 
provider, but we have to pre¬ 
pare,” he said. 


At a media event on Fri¬ 
day the city said they expect 
2014 could be another bad 
season. 

“We filled almost 6,000 
potholes in Januaiy and ex¬ 
pect that, should weather 
trends continue, we’ll be 
dealing with conditions simi¬ 
lar to what we experienced 
in 2013,” said Roadway Main¬ 
tenance director Bob Dun- 
ford in a statement. 

Dunford said the city’s up¬ 
front investments last year 
had definitely helped the 
situation, but it would still 
likely be a tough year.

Getting Edmonton’s down¬ 
town arena to a guaranteed 
price required only minor 
sacrifices, according to the 
people who worked on the 
mega project’s budget. 

The building came back 
with a budget of $480 mil¬ 
lion, in line with the agree¬ 
ment between the city and 
the Katz Group and construc¬ 
tion is expected to get under¬ 
way next month. 

Katz Group vice-president 
Bob Black said eveiyone in¬ 
volved knew there was no 
room for an increase. 

“We knew as a project 
team that this simply had 
to be brought in within the 
budget that had been estab¬ 
lished,” he said. 


Seating capacity 


18,641 

The arena is expected to have seating 
capacity for 18,641 fans when it opens in 
September 2016. 


Rick Daviss, the city’s exec¬ 
utive director for the project, 
said they really didn’t have to 
cut things — it was just a mat¬ 
ter of fine-tuning the design. 

“Some things were pleas¬ 
ant surprises and some 
things were unpleasant, and 
at the end of the day working 
again with PCL veiy closely, 


we were able to realize the 
budget expectations,” he 
said. 

One of the items that did 
disappear from the design 
was a proposed seating area 
overtop of the ice at the press 
box level called Club 99. 

“We found that caused 
some structural complica¬ 


tions, in terms of suspending 
that from the roof, and it led 
to some costs that were ul¬ 
timately considered prohibi¬ 
tive,” said Black. 

“Somewhat reluctantly, 
we all reached the conclusion 
that it was something we 
couldn’t make work.” 

The arena’s exterior walls 


also originally had more 
waves, but some of them 
were removed. 

Black said overall it is still 
going to be a remarkable fa¬ 
cility. 

“I think Edmontonians are 
going to see a real bang for 
their buck for this facility,” 
he said. 


Birth control 


Sexed troubling 
at some public 
schools: Parent 

While abstinence may be 
the only foolproof way to 
prevent pregnancy, local 
parents are worried it is the 
only form of birth control 
taught at some city schools. 

According to Edmonton 
parent and local activist 
Franki Harrogate, the Preg¬ 
nancy Care Centre — a lo¬ 
cal organization that offers 
counselling and guidance 
for unplanned pregnancy 
— has been teaching an 
abstinence-only model at 
some schools. “They don’t 
provide comprehensive 
sexual education and it’s 
performed from a veiy sex 
negative (perspective),” Har¬ 
rogate said. 

EPSB chairperson Sarah 
Hoffman said she has re¬ 
ceived calls from concerned 
parents and community 
members about the content 
of the sex education presen¬ 
tations at some schools. 

“We are required to 
teach the program of stud¬ 
ies and the program of stud¬ 
ies has for sexual health 
education that abstinence is 
one of the models that we 
must teach,” Hoffman ex¬ 
plained. “It is not the only 
model and we have a moral 
and legal (responsibility) to 
teach other methods.” 

Norah Kennedy, Preg¬ 
nancy Care Centre director, 
said that while the centre 
teaches abstinence-based 
message, it isn’t its only 
message: “We are living in 
a veiy savvy age. Kids have 
easy access to whatever they

Mini-schools. 

Temporary schools 
could answer city's 
capacity concerns

While the dust from the recent 
boundaiy overhaul decision 
settles, planners for Edmon¬ 
ton’s public schools said they’re 
considering all types of solu¬ 
tions for the local space crunch, 
including mini-schools. 

Described as a simple gym¬ 
nasium structure and office 
space connected to portable 
classrooms, mini-schools have 
been used in different parts of 
the province as a temporaiy 
space for students to learn. 

District managing director 
Lome Parker said EPSB has con¬ 
sidered the temporaiy satellite 
schools after Calgaiy’s success 
using the school for students af¬ 
fected by this summer’s flood¬ 
ing. 

“They’ve been used in other 


jurisdictions,” Parker said. “At 
this stage, for us it comes down 
to a matter of funding. That 
would be a major restriction in 
a process like that.” 

At an estimated cost be¬ 
tween $5 milhon to $7 mil¬ 
lion, Parker said the tempor¬ 
aiy building would be more 
than half the cost of building a 
permanent school. 

Despite the savings, the 
school board doesn’t have that 
type of cash. 

“You want to make sure 
whatever structure you are put¬ 
ting in place is not meant to be 
the structure that will remain 
there,” Parker added. “It needs 
to be temporaiy in nature.” 

According to Education Min¬ 
ister Jeff Johnson, mini-schools 
offered Calgaiy students a tem¬ 
poraiy solution after floods 
ruined their school. 

“One of the silver linings 
that might come out of the 
flood is looking at new ways of 
doing things,” he said at a press 
conference last week. “I think 
we’ll be looking at how that 
works and maybe looking to 
replicate it in other areas of the 
province.” 


Gilles Caron plans to take a dec¬ 
ade-long fight to the country’s 
highest court to get an English- 
only traffic ticket written in 
French. 

The Alberta Court of Appeal 
sided with the provincial gov¬ 
ernment Friday, ruling that its 
laws do not need to be printed 
and published in both English 
and French. 

Caron, a 54-year old trucker, 


said he was disappointed but 
not entirely surprised. 

“This is an English-only 
province with the attitude to 
back up their law,” he told a 
press conference. 

“I would like this govern¬ 
ment to acknowledge they 
have constitutional duties.... 
They have a duty to serve the 
French community in a legal 
way.” 


Caron was handed a $54 
ticket in 2003 for making an 
unsafe left turn in Edmonton. 
When he decided to fight it in 
court, he had no idea it would 
turn into such a legal saga. 

The case went before Al¬ 
berta’s appeal court last year, 
and on Friday it agreed with the 
province. 

“The fact that there is no 
constitutional document en¬ 


trenching language rights in 
Alberta, whereas other consti¬ 
tutional documents clearly do 
so for other jurisdictions, is an 
insurmountable obstacle for 
the appellants,” the court said 
in its decision. 

“Must the statutes of the 
province of Alberta be printed 
and published in English and 
French? No.”

Liberals vote 
legal assisted 


But where does the 
leader stand? Trudeau 
goes MIA as convention 
delegates pass ‘death 
with dignity' resolution 


Federal Liberals have voted 
in favour of legalizing assist¬ 
ed suicide, but whether lead¬ 
er Justin Trudeau will run 
with the idea is a mystery. 

Trudeau was not in the 
room Sunday when delegates 
to the party’s national con¬ 
vention passed a resolution 


urging that voluntary, medic¬ 
ally assisted death be decrim¬ 
inalized — although mo¬ 
ments earlier he was outside 
the convention hall, cheer¬ 
ing as the Canadian men’s 
hockey team won gold. 

He was in the room later 
when delegates gave him 
an overwhelming endorse¬ 
ment of his decision to kick 
senators out of the Liberal 
caucus. 

In an interview with CTV, 
Trudeau declined to give his 
personal view on assisted sui¬ 
cide, saying he’s waiting for 
the Supreme Court to rule 
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in favour of 
suicide 


on some pending cases that 
could provide guidance on 
the issue. 

He did allude to the 
“death with dignity” resolu¬ 
tion, jointly proposed by the 
party’s women’s and youth 
commissions, in relatively 
positive terms during a key¬ 
note speech Saturday, but 
stopped short of taking a 
clear stand. 

The resolution, Tru¬ 
deau said, challenges Liber¬ 
als “to expand our idea of 
what it means to be a free 
citizen in a modern dem¬ 
ocracy” and “to reflect on 


giving terminally afflicted 
Canadians the choice to end 
their pain and suffering and 
plan their own death with 
dignity.” 

Voluntary, medically as¬ 
sisted death should be de¬ 
criminalized, states the 
resolution — after a public 
consultation to recommend 
the criteria for allowing 
terminally ill Canadians to 
choose to end their lives and 
an oversight system to pro¬ 
tect the vulnerable. 

It passed by a show of 
hands after a brief debate.

Zimbabwe’s President Robert 
Mugabe, celebrating his 90th 
birthday before thousands of 
people at a soccer stadium 
Sunday, said he felt like a 
young boy and urged the na¬ 
tion to shun homosexuality. 

“I feel as youthful and 
energetic as a boy of nine,”

said Mugabe, at the event in 
Marondera, 75 kilometres 
east of Harare. More than 
45,000 people gathered at the 
stadium, said organizers from 
Mugabe’s ZANU-PF party. 

Mugabe gave his trade¬ 
mark clenched-fist salute 
to the crowd, as he and his 
wife, Grace, stood at the back 
of a truck that drove around 
the stadium. Mugabe holds a 
giant birthday party in a dif¬ 
ferent city each year, to take 
the festivities around the 
countiy. 

Five cakes — including 
one weighing 90 kilograms 
— were served and 90 cows 
were butchered for the mas¬ 


sive party, estimated to cost 
$1 million, according to state 
media. 


Mugabe’s actual birthday 
was on Feb. 21 but he was

Tutu pleads 
against 
anti-gay bill 

South Africa’s retired arch¬ 
bishop Desmond Tutu urged 
Uganda’s President Yoweri 
Museveni not to sign into law 
the harsh Anti-Homosexuality 
Bill that would give up to a life 
sentence in jail for some same- 
sex relations. 

Tutu, a Nobel Peace Prize 
winner, said Sunday that 
Museveni a month ago had 
pledged not to allow the anti¬ 
gay legislation to become law 
in Uganda. But last week Muse¬ 
veni said he had reconsidered 
and would consult scientists 
on whether homosexuality is 
determined by genetics or by a 
person’s choice. 

Tutu said he is “disheart¬ 
ened” by Museveni’s change 
because there is “no scientific 
basis or genetic rationale for 
love.... There is no scientific 
justification for prejudice and 
discrimination, ever.” 

Tutu urged Museveni to 
strengthen Uganda’s “culture 
of human rights and justice.”

Compassion. North and

A year ago, North Korea 
vowed nuclear attacks to 
retaliate for U.S.-South Ko¬ 
rean war games.

These are some of the ex¬ 
penses detailed in financial 
documents found in President 
Viktor Yanukovych’s aban¬ 
doned residence, which was 
occupied by protesters after 
the leader fled the capital. 

After Yanukovych’s depar¬ 
ture Friday, the estate was 
opened to visitors. Ukrain¬ 
ians, many bringing their 
children, rushed to tour 
the parks and reacted with 
wonder and revulsion at the 
opulence, including Yanuko¬ 
vych’s private golf courses, 
pig farm and small zoo with 
ostriches and peacocks. 

Meanwhile, journalists 
combed through heaps of 
documents that appeared to 
show a leader who basked in 
extravagant wealth while his 
country sought bailouts from 
both the West and Russia. 

Many financial and other 
documents had been burned, 



while others were dumped in 
a lake before Yanukovych fled 
his closely guarded residence, 
flying to the eastern city of 
Kharkiv, where his support 
base is strongest. But divers 
were able to retrieve many of 
the documents, and activists 
laid them out to dry. 

Photos of the documents 
were posted online by Mus¬ 
tafa Nayem, a top Ukrainian 
investigative journalist for 
the Ulcrainska Pravda web¬ 
site and Hromadske.tv online 
news channel.

New government. After 
deadly political standoff, 
president leaves Kyiv but 
refuses to step down 


A top Ukrainian opposition fig¬ 
ure assumed presidential pow¬ 
ers in Kyiv on Sunday. 

President Viktor Yanuko¬ 
vych called the move a coup 
and insisted he would not step 
down, but his whereabouts and 
grip on power are unclear after 
he left Kyiv Friday for his sup¬ 
port base in eastern Ukraine. 

Protest leaders and Yanuko¬ 
vych agreed Friday to form 
a new government and hold 
early elections. Parliament 
slashed the president’s powers 
and voted to release his rival, 
former Prime Minister Yulia Ty- 
moshenko, from prison. 

By Saturday, protesters had 
taken over the capital of Kyiv 
and seized the president’s office 
as parliament voted to remove 
him and hold new elections. 

Tymoshenko, the blond- 


braided and controversial hero¬ 
ine of Ukraine’s 2004 Orange 
Revolution, spoke to an excited 
crowd of 50,000 in central Kyiv 
Saturday night from a wheel¬ 
chair because of a back prob¬ 
lem aggravated during her im¬ 
prisonment. 

On Sunday the parliament 
voted overwhelmingly to tem¬ 
porarily hand the president’s 
powers to speaker Oleksandr 
Turchinov — one of Tym- 
oshenko’s most loyal allies. 

The newly emboldened par¬ 
liament struggled Sunday to 
work out who is in charge of 
the country and its ailing econ¬ 
omy. 

Fears percolated that some 
regions might try to break away 
as Ukraine is deeply divided be¬ 
tween eastern regions that are 
largely pro-Russian and west¬ 
ern areas that widely detest 
Yanukovych and long for closer 
ties with the European Union. 

Yanukovych set off a wave 
of deadly protests by shelving 
an agreement with the EU in 
November.

Israeli special forces raided

Sheinbein to 24 years for his 
slaying and dismemberment 
of 19-year-old Alfred Enrique 
Tello Jr. Sheinbein was 17 at 
the time. His extradition to 
Maryland was blocked after 
a yearlong battle between 
Israel and the U.S. over an 
Israeli law that prohibited it. 

Following that incident, Is¬ 
rael changed its laws to allow 
extradition of Israeli citizens.

In a perfect world there would 
be no either-or financial 
choices.

There’s 
still time to boost retirement 
savings but don’t put it off any 
longer. 


Increase RRSP savings even 
if that means chopping a vaca¬ 
tion or reducing or stopping 
RESP contributions. 

Deposit any refund into an 
RRSP. However, if there is high- 
interest debt eliminate it first, 
then channel extra money into 
retirement savings. 

Over 60? 

Yes, there is still time to save. 
Don’t borrow to contribute to 
an RRSP. It’s too risky. 

At this point, getting rid of 
personal and mortgage debt is 
critical. If you cannot increase 
payments, skip RRSP contribu¬ 
tions until debt is manage¬ 
able based on your expected 
(not current) post-retirement 
income. 

Those with larger RRSP or 
other pension accounts should 
maximize TFSA deposits or 
save in a non-registered option 
for post-retirement flexibility 
and to reduce taxes. 

Those with lower incomes 
who will be eligible for the 
Guaranteed Income Supple¬ 
ment may be better off saving 
in a TFSA.

A Canadian Internet service 
provider has been ordered to 
hand over the names and ad¬ 
dresses of about 2,000 custom¬ 
ers who allegedly downloaded 
movies online.

the customers allegedly linked

Got a rather odd email from my bank last 
week asking me to phone to talk about my 
property-tax account. For years, my Ed¬ 
monton property taxes have been included 
in my mortgage payment and the bank has 
then paid them to the city. I thought that 
maybe something had gone wrong and the 
bank hadn’t been deducting the tax and 
now I was going to have to fork over a wad 
of cash. Wrong! 

My bank told me that they weren’t going 
to be deducting and paying my property 
tax anymore because the city was going to 
charge them a fee for doing so. At first, I 
thought I had it wrong and that the bank 
wanted money for paying my taxes. Wrong 
again! 

The bank told me that the City of Edmonton was going 
to charge the bank a fee for paying my taxes. I couldn’t 
quite get my head around that. The city wanted to charge 


a fee for paying property tax? That made 
no sense to me whatsoever, but the mort¬ 
gage specialist assured me that was what 
the city was going to do. 

After I finished with the bank, I called 
the city to find out exactly what was going 
on. The 311 operator was extremely helpful 
in taking down my question. She too 
seemed somewhat flummoxed by what I 
was saying and asked several times if she 
was hearing me correctly.

Taking on a task of 
biblical proportions 


Son of God. The man 
behind Survivor and 
The Apprentice takes 
a leap of faith with a 
project that’s personal

He may have helped create tele¬ 
vision hits like The Apprentice 
and Survivor but Mark Burnett 
hates the term reality TV. In¬ 
stead, he prefers to call his work 
non-fiction storytelling. Now 
marking his big-screen debut 
with Son of God — in theatres 
next Friday — the question is 
how does the famed producer 
describe an epic movie about 
Jesus Christ? 


“This is just a full-on feature 
film for the big-screen. It just 
happens to be a true stoiy,” ex¬ 
plained Burnett during a recent 
interview with his wife and co¬ 
producer Roma Downey in To¬ 
ronto. “With us, it is our faith.” 

The story of Jesus has cer¬ 
tainly proved its endurance 
upon western culture, noted 
by Burnett in the multitudes 
of multi-generational art and 
movies that have been made 
about Jesus. 

In particular, the devout co¬ 
producing pair felt responsible 
to ensure the miraculous story 
measured up to the rest of pop 
culture’s productions. 

“Somehow every decade, 
(old Bible stories) come back 
on, and they beat current pro¬ 
gramming,” said Burnett who 
points out that his successful 
Histoiy Channel mini-series 
The Bible (on which much of 


Son of God was based) helped 
prove the power of faith-based 
entertainment. 

“Clearly the Holy Spirit 
translates.” 

Burnett may have brought 
extensive productions like Sur¬ 
vivor to air, but he and Downey 
knew taking on the narrative of 
Jesus of Nazareth was going to 
be an especially enormous task. 
What the duo perhaps didn’t 
anticipate was the emotional 
attachment to making a project 
like Son of God. 

“We’ve been invested in all 
the jobs we’ve done and we’ve 
always tried to bring our very 
best to those jobs, but this is dif¬ 
ferent,” admitted Downey. 

“This isn’t just bringing the 
best of us. This is infusing not 
just what we do so it resonates 
through eveiything. It’s deeper 
than everything. It’s more 
meaningful.”

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Chu on this, Jeopardy! nerds 


Pinball wizard. How 
a contestant gained 
instant infamy by 
injecting the genteel 
game show with a 
dose of strategy 


Arthur Chu was sitting in the 
green room with other Jeop¬ 
ardy! contestants. It was Nov¬ 
ember and inside Sony Pictures 
Studios, just outside of Los 
Angeles, an orientation meet¬ 
ing was underway. The dozen 
or so people assembled in the 
room just before 8 a.m. had 
broached the inner sanctum of 
television’s brainiest franchise. 
They had moved from the on¬ 
line test to the written test, 
the screen test, the interview, 
a mock game and, finally, had 
been summoned from the wait¬ 
ing pool. 

Getting on Jeopardy! is the 
game show equivalent of join¬ 
ing the Bilderberg Group. Many 
try, few do. But for Chu, who 
first applied four years ago, this 
was no time to blink or exhale, 
not with a head full of bubbling 
strategy. 

Most of us think of Jeopardy! 
as a trivia game. From world 
geography to U.S. presidents, 
science to literature, it’s what 
you know that matters. But 
with only a month to prepare, 
Chu decided to think of Jeop¬ 
ardy! in a different way: it’s how 
you play the game that matters. 
That simple decision would 
soon make him one of the most 
polarizing players in the show’s 
30-year histoiy. 

During the meeting, show 
handlers gave the jittery char¬ 
ges a pep talk. They encouraged 
the players to cycle through 
each category, from top to bot¬ 
tom. This “traditional” style 
simplifies life for production 
staff, the writers, host Alex 
Trebelc and, most important, 
the 25 million viewers at home 
who watch the syndicated 
show each week. 

Then the handlers said a few 
past contestants had “jumped” 
around the big blue board. 
While bouncing was not ideal, 
they added almost with an in¬ 
visible sneer, it was also not 
against the rules. It was accept¬ 
able. They even named names. 

Sitting there, Chu didn’t say 
anything. He didn’t have to. He 
probably knew more about the 
history of bouncing than any 
other contestant in the room. 
He had spent hours analyz¬ 
ing the strategy, dissecting the 
games of Jeopardy! superstars, 
including David Madden, who 
went on a 19-game winning 
streak in 2005; Roger Craig,

Italy where he’s a lawyer with 
the International Fund for Agri¬ 
cultural Development. “I main¬ 
ly bounced from one categoiy 
to the next, but I didn’t jump 
down to the lower rows. I think 
this is the first time that some¬ 
one has gone digging down at 
the bottom, leaving the upper 
clues unselected.” 

That’s Chu, the player. 
Which brings us back to Chu, 
the TV caricature. 

When the game is on, he 
emits the kind of aloof, vaguely 
menacing gaze you might ex¬ 
pect from Anna Wintour in 
the front row of a clumsy Prada 
show. He clicks his buzzer so 
rapidly, so repetitively, it’s as 
if his thumb is operating in¬ 
dependently of his body and is 
powered by metallic hydrogen. 


When making his board 
requests to Trebelc, Chu often 
shortens categories and dollar 
values to keep things moving. 
Why say “six hundred” when 
you can say “six”? It’s like he’s 
speed-dating the questions and 
none are worthy of his love. He 
also speaks quickly. Veiy quick¬ 
ly. Veiyveiyquickly. So quickly, 
it feels like there was a tech¬ 
nical malfunction and the poor 
guy was accidentally locked in 
fast-forward. 

But it’s the bouncing that 
seems to grate the most. Un¬ 
fortunately, since there are 
more important things to study 
like medicine and climate, 
there is no scientific literature 
on the neurological effects of 
bouncing. But the advantage, 
in short, is the jumper knows 
what’s coming next. Chu is 
“breaking the set” and possibly 
interfering with the memoiy 
and recall of his opponents, 
who now must handle the 
added cognitive burden of 
unpredictability. He is in the 
lead. Opponents are one step 
behind. Viewers are bumping 
into walls, torstar news service

who in 2010 set the one-day 
record with a $77,000 win; 
and Chuck Forrest, the 1986 
Tournament of Champions 
winner and pioneer of jumping 
around the board, which is why 
enthusiasts call it the Forrest 
Bounce. 

Chu was ready to jump. 
What he wasn’t ready for was 
the blowbaclc. 

“I was expecting a bit of a 
negative reaction when I did 
it,” says Chu, who returns to 
the show on Monday to defend 
as the four-day champion with 
$102,800. “I just didn’t expect 
that there would be this much 
attention paid to the negative 
reaction, that it would become 
a stoiy in and of itself. I don’t 
know why that happened.” 

When his first match aired 
on Jan. 28, Chu inadvertently 
set off radioactive blasts in liv¬ 
ing rooms across North Amer¬ 
ica. Soon after that match 
aired, a narrative drumbeat 

— “evil genius cracks the code 
on Jeopardy! and infuriates 
viewers with unorthodox play” 

— pounded its way into the 
echo chamber that is the main¬ 
stream media. 

Through the unlikeliest of 
Trojan horses, Jeopardy!, Chu 
stormed popular culture. He’s 
been the subject of dozens of 
stories. He’s appeared on CNN, 


ABC and Fox News, where be¬ 
wildered hosts often ask him 
to explain himself, as if he’s 
just robbed a bank using tele¬ 
kinesis. 

Lost in the reaction to the 
reaction were his actions. 

While others have bounced 

— framed photos of renowned 
jumpers hang in the studio’s 
Hall of Fame — Chu is like a 
rubber ball inside a paint-shak¬ 
ing machine. He makes wagers 
that seem insolent or slapdash 

— $5 on a Daily Double here, 
eveiything on another one 
there, twice betting to tie dur¬ 
ing Final Jeopardy. But all he’s 
really doing is following the al¬ 
gebraic wisdom of the number¬ 
crunching demigods embedded 
inside the show’s online com¬ 
munity. 

Chu is not an inventor. He is 
a creation. 

Then there’s the top half of 
the board, which might as well 
be festooned with explosives. 
Chu stays clear and focuses on 
the higher-value clues down 
below where the Daily Doubles 
usually lurk, seeking them out 
like a heat-seeldng missile. 

“Arthur is much more ag¬ 
gressive in hunting the DDs,” 
says Chuck Forrest, who came 
up with the bounce idea in 
1985 while in law school in 
Michigan and who now lives in

Have you ever heard the term 
“bum rate?” It refers to how 
fast you bum through your 
money 

It’s a term borrowed from 
the corporate world that refers 
to the rate at which a new com¬ 
pany uses up its venture capital 
to finance overhead before gen¬ 
erating a profit. 

As consumers, we are whip¬ 
ping through our money at 
such a clip that we need a new 
term to describe our total lack 
of self-control and inability to 
see the future consequences. 

Nobody has been paying 
much attention to the idea of 
cash management in the last... 
well... EVER. In fact, most 
people who talk about financial 
planning don’t even bring up 
the idea of cash management. 

What is cash management? 
It’s exactly what it sounds like. 
It’s the management of your 
cash on a day-to-day basis. It’s 
what I focus on when I work 
with people to get them back 
in touch with their money and 
keep them focused on manag¬ 
ing it so it doesn’t run out. 

Cash management has 
traditionally been the domain 
of bankers, but bankers are 
doing such a crappy job of 


dealing with this area of their 
customers’ financial planning 
that some investment houses 
jumped on the bandwagon a 
while back. It was short-lived. 

Too bad. No doubt their 
initial enthusiasm spoke to 
the lack of investing that’s re¬ 
sulting because of all that debt 
out there. After all, if your cred¬ 
it cards, lines of credit, car loans 
— however it is you’ve chosen 
to borrow — are now eating 
up $300, $500 or $700 a month 
in interest, how could you pos¬ 
sibly have money to invest? Of 
course, the investment houses 
didn’t do a much better job of 
this whole cash management 
thing than the banks do. Sigh. 
Sometimes I feel like a lone 
voice in the wilderness. 

In all the TV shows I’ve 


made, and there have been 
over 180 episodes, I have never 
worked with anyone who didn’t 
have to change their lifestyle to 
change their outcome. If you 
could just keep doing the same 
old, same old, without creat¬ 
ing problems and wreaking 
havoc on your family’s peace 
of mind, then nobody would 
be talking about it. And we cer¬ 
tainly would not have needed 
to adapt the term “bum rate” 
to describe our rabid spending. 

So, there is a big problem. 
And it’s not going to go away 
until we admit that we’ve made 
some mistakes and commit to 
doing things differently. 

People can get out of debt; it 
takes determination and gump¬ 
tion. People can live within 
their means; it takes planning 


If you’ve decided to take 
charge, why not calculate your 
burn rate? It’ll take about a 
week, and here’s how you do it: 


1. Make yourself up a tracking 
sheet. Put the days of the 
week across the top and 
some typical categories 
down the left-hand side. 
Include stuff like coffee, 
snacks, lunch, cigs, gas, 
magazines, newspapers,... 
everything on which you 
spend money in a day. 


2. Leave lots of blanks on 
the left because you’ll be 
amazed at what you’ll add 
when you see all the places 
where you’re spending 
money. 


and discipline. People can be 
happy NOT spending money; it 
takes having a real life. 

Do you want to blithely 
shop yourself into the finan¬ 
cial dumper, or do you want to 
become fully conscious of how 
you’re using your money so 
that you can make it work for 
you? Wouldn’t it be nice to not 
have to work any harder than 
absolutely necessaiy to have 
the life you want? 

While small savings may 
seem inconsequential com¬ 
pared to the pleasure you de¬ 
rive from spending the money, 
that’s a veiy shortsighted ap¬ 
proach to using money as a 
tool. Sure, $5 a day on coffee 
and snacks may not add up to 
a whole helluva lot in five or 
10 years, but the more than

Imagine liv¬ 
ing on $12,000 a year right now.

Do we have to claim common-law? 

Yes.The CRA has specific rules and they do not 
involve howyou manageyour bankaccounts. If 
you have lived togetherfor 12 continuous 
months,you arecommon-lawfortax purposes. If 
you have a child together, you are common-law 
as soon as you move in together. Claiming common-law 
does not mean you pay more tax, but benefits like the GST/ 
HST will be calculated based on household income. Both of 
you still file your own return butyoucan pool medical and 
charitabledonation receiptsto maximize yoursavings.

Gift of gab. Research

The sooner you start ex¬ 
plaining the world to your 
baby, the better. 

That doesn’t mean flash 
cards for tots, or mere¬ 
ly pointing out objects: 
“Here’s an orange. That’s a 
bowl.” 

New research shows 
that both how much and 
how well parents talk with 
babies and toddlers help to 
tune the youngsters’ brains 
in ways that build crucial 
language and vocabulary 
skills — a key to fighting 
the infamous “word gap” 
that puts poor children at 
a disadvantage at an even 
younger age than once 
thought. 

The idea is to connect 
words and meaning, so 
the brain becomes primed 
to learn through context: 
“Let’s put the orange in this 
bowl with the banana and 
the apple and the grapes.” 


“You’re building intel¬ 
ligence through language,” 
is how Stanford University 


psychology professor Anne 
Fernald explains it. “It’s 
making nets of meaning 
that then will help the child 
learn new words.” 

And forget dumbed- 
down baby talk: Longer, 
more complex sentences 
are better. 

“The advice I give moth¬ 
ers is to have conversations 
with your babies,” said 
Erika Hoff, a psychology 
professor at Florida Atlantic 
University. “Children can 
hear lots of talk that goes 
over their head in terms of 


the meaning, and they still 
benefit from it.” 

The research, presented 
at a meeting of the Amer¬ 
ican Association for the 
Advancement of Science, 
comes amid a growing push 


for universal preschool, to 
help disadvantaged young¬ 
sters catch up. 

But it also begs the ques¬ 
tion of whether children 
from low-income, less edu¬ 
cated families need earlier 


intervention, such as pre¬ 
school that starts at age 
three instead of four, or 
higher quality day care or 
even some sort of “Let’s 
Talk” campaign aimed at 
new parents to stress talk¬ 
ing, singing and reading 
with tots even before they 
can respond. 

That can be difficult for 
parents working multiple 
jobs, or who may not read 
well or who simply don’t 
know why it’s important.

I started training for the Gobi 
March just before the 2008 
holidays and six weeks in, I 
had created new habits that 
were nourishing me mentally 
and paying off physically.

leafless frozen forest. 

All around me the blahs 
were in full motion. I was 
tired, too cold and felt I 
couldn’t keep my New Year’s 
resolution. Soon enough, 

I started thinking about 
pulling out of my own Gobi 
project. 

I realized I had grown 
completely bored of my train¬ 
ing routine. 

I decided to turn eveiy- 
thing upside down, hoping 
for a kick of new energy: I 
sold my car and started using 
transit for the first time in 25 
years and once on the sub¬ 
way, I would race walk stran¬ 
gers on the escalators just 
to amuse myself. I stopped 


using elevators and walked 
up to my meetings.

Anne-Marie and Peter 



Anne-Marie and Peter set out 
on a mission to simplify their 
current budget and find ways 
to cut back and save. They 
examined everything from the 
interest rates on their MBNA 
credit cards — both of which 
have introductory rates less 
than prime, which is super 
low — to their Internet and 
cable bills, and monthly gym 
membership. They also took 
another look at the money 
they currently set aside for 
trips. 

As the couple prepares to 
welcome their first child, they 
are conscious about planning 
ahead for when Anne-Marie’s 
income is reduced while she is 
on maternity leave. 

Their current budgeting 
game plan is to tighten up 
their expenses through some 
frugal best practices and use 
that money to pay off as much 
debt as possible and prepare 
a mock maternity budget. 
Anne-Marie and Peter expect 


they will have to reduce the 
amount of money they typ¬ 
ically allocate toward their 
debt reduction once the baby 
arrives. 

Also weighing on their 
minds is the couple’s hope to 
begin saving for a down pay¬ 
ment to buy a home while 
continuing their retirement 
savings plans. 

Anne-Marie and Peter sat 
down with a mortgage broker 
and determined that, with a 
10 per cent down payment in 
hand, they would be able to 
comfortably afford to buy a 
home valued at up to $450,000. 

THEIR HOMEWORK 

As part of their homework for 
next month, Anne-Marie and 
Peter plan to open tax-free sav¬ 
ings accounts (TFSA). Similar 
to their existing RRSPs, TFSAs 
are great tools to save for re¬ 
tirement and for a down pay¬ 
ment because the money the 
couple contributes to their 
TFSAs grows tax-free. 

TFSAs are also great when 
it comes to saving for what-if 
expenses, which have a way 
of popping up when children 
arrive. Once their accounts are 


set up, we plan to review their 
budget and carve off money 
to put toward saving for their 
down payment. 

Turning back to retire¬ 
ment planning, Anne-Marie 
has the opportunity to con¬ 
tinue her pension savings 
while on maternity leave and 
has elected to do so. As RRSP 
contributions are due March 
3, to count toward the 2013 
tax year, Anne-Marie and Peter 
are also planning on making a 
contribution of between $300 
and $500 each on their RRSPs. 

Wondering how stuffing 
money into an RRSP helps 
achieve primaiy goals of debt 
reduction? The link is simple: 
An RRSP contribution now 
will reduce their taxes, and in 
Anne-Marie and Peter’s case, 
will most likely result in a re¬ 
fund during tax time, which 
can then be applied to the 
couple’s debts. 

Also on their to-do list be¬ 
fore March is to sit down with 
a professional tax adviser and 
myself to prepare for, and opti¬ 
mize, their tax benefits.

Carolina and Jose 


Between managing an in¬ 
credibly busy household and 
working long hours in the 
roofing business, Carolina and 
Jose met with me earlier this 
month to establish their very 
first budget. 

We documented their 
sources of income, primarily 
Jose’s full-time job and child 
tax benefits totalling a little 
more than $3,600 after taxes. 
We then carefully examined 
their expenses. 

Besides paying $1,600 in 
rent to Jose’s parents each 
month, the couple’s second 
largest expense is their gro¬ 
cery bill, which is approxi¬ 
mately $600 each month, fol¬ 
lowed by their car payment, 
insurance and fuel totalling 
$550 per month. Debt repay¬ 
ment, school fees, medical ex¬ 
penses, cellphone and utility 
bills account for the remain¬ 
ing portion of their budget. 

Thankfully, the couple is 
incredibly frugal and relative¬ 
ly debt averse, so they manage 
to pay for their household ex¬ 
penses using cash from their 
bank account while avoiding 
racking up their credit card. 

With a little investigation 


and firm negotiation, Jose was 
able to reduce their cellphone 
and insurance bills, resulting 
in savings of $100 each month. 

Carolina set out to further 
reduce their monthly gro¬ 
cery expenses by at least $50 
through pre-planning, cou¬ 
poning and buying bulk items. 

THEIR HOMEWORK 

With those savings, the 
couple has decided to focus 
two-thirds on paying down 
their debts and one-third on 
beginning a small savings 
plan, which could be used 
toward an eventual down 
payment on a home. Between 
this month and next, Jose and 
Carolina will also open their 
first RRSPs and tax-free sav¬ 
ings accounts. 

Carolina and Jose are com¬ 
mitted to sticking to a budget 
by carefully tracking their 
expenses. Using an accordion 
file folder, the couple plans 
to keep track of all receipts 
and reconcile those with their 
budget eveiy three days to en¬ 
sure they are keeping on track. 

Two other important topics 
came up in my conversation 
with Jose and Carolina. The 


first was their strong desire to 
make progress toward ridding 
themselves of debt. 

So to make a sizable dent 
in it, I have challenged the 
couple to raise $500 by sell¬ 
ing some of their possessions 
through an online classified 
ad website. That money will 
be enough to pay off Jose’s 
lingering student loan. My 
second challenge to Jose was 
to start the process of explor¬ 
ing opportunities to find a 
higher-paying job. 

The second important 
topic that surfaced was Caro¬ 
lina’s “mommy guilt.” Caro¬ 
lina never spends money on 
herself, not even treating her¬ 
self to a fancy coffee once in 
a while. Instead, she forfeits 
small indulgences for her chil¬ 
dren and husband. I have en¬ 
couraged Carolina to reward 
herself, guilt-free, in small 
ways from time to time. This 
will be helpful for her mental 
health and her marriage. 

This coming month, Jose 
and Carolina will receive pro¬ 
fessional tax advice to ensure 
they are taking advantage of 
every opportunity to cut their 
tax bill.

Chili goes vegetarian 
with a double hit of meatless protein 


FLASH FOOD

Chili has to be one of the most 
versatile, healthy and easy 
foods to prepare during the 
winter. 

Since vegetarianism is on 
the rise, you can use ground 
soy to replace the beef protein 
that is traditionally used in 
chilis. The addition of quinoa 
makes this a complete meal.

• 2 tsp vegetable oil 

• l cup chopped onion 

• 2 tsp chopped garlic 

• 1 lb of ground soy 

• 2 tsp chili powder (or to

• 1 tsp dried oregano 

• 1/4 cup quinoa 

• 2 1/2 cups homemade or 
store-bought tomato sauce 

• 11/2 cup low-sodium vege¬ 
table stock 

• 119 oz can red kidney beans, 
drained and rinsed 

• 1/4 cup reduced-fat sour cream 

• 1/4 cup shredded aged Ched¬ 
dar cheese 

• 1/4 cup chopped green 
onions 

• 1/4 cup chopped fresh basil or 
parsley 


If you are not a vegetarian, 
you can substitute the soy for 
ground chicken, turkey, pork 
or beef. 

Also, any variety of beans 
work well. 

Canned beans versus home 
cooked beans have excess so¬ 
dium. One cup (250 ml) has 900 
mg of sodium, while home- 


cooked beans have none. 

To reduce the sodium by 
one-third, rinse the canned 
beans three times. To cook 
your own beans, use the quick- 
soak method. This entails 
bringing the diy beans and 
water to a boil, then covering 
and boiling for one minute. 
Remove the covered pot and 


let sit for one hour. Drain, and 
add cold water to cover the 
beans and simmer, covered for 
20 minutes or just until beans 
are cooked. 

Serve the chili in a large 
serving bowl and place the ac¬ 
companiments in small bowls 
so your guests can serve them¬ 
selves.

Golden sunrise 


Transcendent team 
effort, Men’s hockey 
team successfully 
defends gold as sun 
sets on Sochi Games 


As Team Canada prepared to 
go on to the ice for the third 
period against Sweden, 20 
minutes from an Olympic gold 
medal that felt inevitable, Ryan 
Getzlaf was loose enough to 
poke some fun at coach Mike 
Babcock. 

“He said: ‘It’s all about the 
ball hockey, guys. It’s all about 
the ball hockey,”’ Babcock re¬ 
called. 

The journey started with 
ball hockey at the team’s 
Olympic orientation camp in 
August, and it ended Sunday 
with a gold medal. For the 
past six months, from execu¬ 
tive director Steve Yzerman to 
Babcock to the players, there 
was a businesslike approach to 
defending the gold medal, and 
in Sochi the result was a Can¬ 
adian team that steamrolled its 
competition. 

“We had a gold medal sum¬ 
mer camp, we had a gold med¬ 
al selection process,” Babcock 
said. “All that does is give you 
a chance, and anybody who’s 


been at these Olympic Games 
knows how hard it is — basic¬ 
ally impossible — to win. And 
for us to be able to execute on 
the biggest stage and play the 
way we did and there was a lot 
of complaints early we didn’t 
score. I thought we were dom¬ 
inant.” 

Canada never trailed, and 
there was not one second this 
team looked like it was in dan¬ 
ger of losing, even when it was 
tied in the third period against 
Latvia, and certainly never dur¬ 
ing the semifinal game against 
the United States or the final 
against Sweden. 

Jeff Carter, brought to So¬ 
chi for his offence, called what 
Canada was able to do for six 
games a “defensive clinic.” 
Three goals allowed, including 
none in the final two games, 
makes that an understatement. 


Stevie, why? 


Beating Sweden 3-0 Sunday 
exemplified everything Canada 
did right in the tournament. 
The Swedes couldn’t gener¬ 
ate anything because — as 
defenceman Alex Pietrangelo 
said — other teams can’t score 
if they don’t have the puck. 

Swedish coach Par Marts 
found that out first-hand. 

“Canada was much, much 
better this day,” Marts said. “I 
think they played at a higher 
tempo; kind of frustration in 
this team. They had so many, 
many breakouts I couldn’t 
count them, and you can’t play 
that way against Canada.” 

It was never about who 
Canada was playing and al¬ 
ways about what Babcock and 
his players wanted to do. Yzer¬ 
man looked back over the past 
40 years of Olympic, World 
Cup and Canada Cup teams

Olympic gold medal.

and couldn’t think of another 
group that dictated the play to 
opponents more than this one. 

“As far as defensively, pucks 
staying out of the net, qual¬ 
ity scoring chances, shots on 
goal, it was a pretty dominant 
performance by these guys,” 
Yzerman said. “The coaching 
staff and players were phenom¬ 
enal.” 

The Canadian players were 
more talented than eveiyone 
else, and playing such organ¬ 
ized, fundamental hockey 
made them unbeatable. 

“It is amazing to see the 
guys that have the raw talent 
and ability to commit them¬ 
selves to doing all the little 
things right,” said alternate 
captain Jonathan Toews, who 
scored the winner against 
Sweden. “We knew that’s what 
it was going to take in this 
tournament to win the cham¬ 
pionship. And guys were will¬ 
ing to do that. So I would say 
it’s a great team to be a part of 
and unlike any other team I’ve 
really been a part of.” 

This was unlike any other 
Canadian team at least since 
NHL players began participat¬ 
ing in 1998. This wasn’t about 
17 total goals over six games 
or who scored them — it was 
about doing what it took to 
win.

IOC chief taking

Russia hails legacy of 
most expensive Games 
at closing ceremonies 


Flushed with pride after a 
spectacular showing at the 
costliest Olympics ever, Rus¬ 
sia celebrated 17 days of 
sport-driven global unity on 
Sunday night with a farewell 
show that hands off the Win¬ 
ter Games to their next host, 
Pyeongchang in South Korea. 

Fireworks and a count¬ 
down kicked off the closing 


ceremony in the Fisht Olym¬ 
pic Stadium, packed with rau¬ 
cous spectators who chanted 
“Russia! Russia!” and were in 
a party mood after the high-se¬ 
curity Games passed off safely 
without feared terror attacks. 

The closing ceremony, a 
farewell from Russia with 
love, pageantiy and protocol, 
started at 20:14 local time 
— a nod to the year that Rus¬ 
sian President Vladimir Putin 
seized upon to remake Rus¬ 
sia’s image with the Olympics’ 
power to wow. 

The nation’s $51-billion 
U.S. investment even topped 
Beijing’s estimated $40-bil- 


lion layout for the 2008 Sum¬ 
mer Games. All-new facilities 
showcased how far Russia 
has come in the two decades 
since it turned its back on 
communism. But the Olympic 
show didn’t win over critics of 
Russia’s backsliding on dem¬ 
ocracy and human rights and 
institutionalized intolerance

The Canadian men’s hockey team put an emphatic 
exclamation mark on the countiy’s domination 
by downing Sweden 3-0 to successfully defend its 
gold medal. Canada went 6-0 through the tourna¬ 
ment and surrendered just three goals over that 
span. Goaltender Carey Price finished by registering 
consecutive shutouts over the U.S. and Sweden. The 
national women’s team also went undefeated in its 
event but rallied from a 2-0 deficit for a thrilling 3-2 
overtime victory over the U.S. to capture a fourth 
straight Olympic gold medal.

Olympic spirit 

Long-track speedslcater Denny Morrison of Fort St. 
John, B.C., gave Canadians plenty to cheer about 
after claiming a silver medal in the 1,000-metre 
event. But Morrison got to skate in the final only 
after teammate Gilmore Junio gave up his spot in 
the event in an act of selflessness. Then, during 
the men’s cross-country ski free sprint, Canadian 
coach Justin Wadsworth noticed Russian competitor 
Anton Gafarov was tiying to compete despite having 
a broken ski. So Wadsworth grabbed a spare he’d 
brought for Canadian team member Alex Harvey, 
raced onto the course and replaced Gafarov’s ski. 



Rock stars 


Canada swept the Olympic 
curling gold medals for 
the first time. Winnipeg’s 
Jennifer Jones domin¬ 
ated the women’s event, 
capping an impressive 
11-0 run by downing 
Sweden 6-3 in the final. 
Jones earned Canada its 
second women’s curling 
gold but first since the 
late Sandra Schmirler 
emerged victorious at 
the first women’s event 
in 1998 in Nagano, 

Japan. On the men’s side, 
Brad Jacobs and his Sault 
Ste. Marie, Ont., team¬ 
mates opened the tourna¬ 
ment losing two of their 
first three games, then 
didn’t lose again en route 
to winning the gold medal, 
needing eight ends to down 
Britain 9-3 in the final. 




Air superiority 

A lot was expected these Games of Canada’s high-flying 
freestyle ski team, and the squad certainly delivered as 
it accounted for nine of Canada’s 25 medals. Freestyle 
competitors claimed six of the first nine medals that 
put the Canadian team atop the overall standings fol¬ 
lowing the fourth day of competition. On four separate 
occasions Canadian freestyle athletes secured two med¬ 
als in the same event, including in women’s 
moguls, where Montreal 
sisters Justine and Chloe 
Dufour-Lapointe finished 
1-2 and held hands before 
stepping onto the podium 
to receive their 
medals.

Jasey-Jay Anderson could’ve 
found consolation knowing 
he was eliminated from the 
Olympic men’s snowboard 
parallel slalom by the even¬ 
tual silver medallist. 

Then again, the 38-year-old 
veteran has too much experi¬ 
ence and class to not take 
responsibility for his own per¬ 
formances. 

Anderson, the 2010 Olym¬ 
pic champion in the event, 
faced Slovenian Zan Kosir 
in the round of 16. Kosir de¬ 
feated the Canadian to qual¬ 
ify for the quarter-final and 


eventually captured the silver 
medal behind Russian Vic 
Wild. 

Anderson, of Mont-Trem- 
blant, Que., had to settle for a 
15th-place finish in the over¬ 
all standings. 

“I know Zan, he has an¬ 
other gear,” Anderson said. “If 
he sees that I am next to him, 


he puts his foot on the gas a 
bit and takes back a lead of a 
tenth of a second or two.” 

Wild earned the gold after 
finishing 0.11 seconds ahead 
of Kosir. Wild became the 
first athlete to win two gold 
medals in snowboarding at 
the same Winter Games after 
capturing the parallel giant 


slalom Wednesday. 

Wild began with a victoiy 
in the fourth round over Mi¬ 
chael Lambert, the only other 
Canadian to reach that stage 
of the competition. 

Austria’s Benjamin Karl 
took the bronze medal. 

The other Canadian in con¬ 
tention, Matthew Morison, 
was eliminated in the qualify¬ 
ing stage. The three Canadians 
in the women’s competition 
— Ariane Lavigne, Caroline 
Calve and Marianne Leeson — 
suffered the same fate.
